management of That which has been lately eſtabliſhed here, and is 
the FIR ST of the kind that has been atempted in any part of 


the Kingdom except in London and Weftminfeer. 

Tnry are glad to find, by the Spirit which their Ex- 
ample has raiſed in many places, that their Countrymen are at 
length awakened to a ſenſe of the benefits of a CRHRARTT y 

which is the moſt general, as well as unexceptionable of all 
others. And the certain experience they have had of every 

articular in a County that is thin of people, and has no ſettled 
ö muſt be a ſufficient encouragement to Thoſe who 
live in populous places, and amongſt multitudes of diſtreſſed 
objects, to make the experiment: For an equal reſolution 
will aſſuredly produce every where an equal effect, and defeat 
all attempts that can be made by men of narrow or ſelfiſh 
views to oppoſe an Eſtabliſhment which will be of more uſe in 
the Country, than even in London, where every other help is a/- 
ways at hand. 

1. It is the only certain way of 22 the Poor-Sick; who 
are frequently neglected and over-looked at their own' Homes; 
becauſe Phylicians and Surgeons can neither give their attend- 
ance, nor diſpenſe their Medicines with any convenience at 
more places than One; and becauſe their concerns are of too 

rivate 4 nature to engage the attention of any but the very 
Few Who make it their buſineſs to inquire after Them. 

2. It is the moſt ſaſe and eligible manner of doing it; becauſe 
the carc and neatneſs, as well as the 3 and regularity of 
Diet, with which the Poor are kept in an Hoſpital, - all con- 
tribute much ſooner to their Recovery, than their own way of 
living; and are often more effectual than Phyſic in the Cure of 
ſeveral of the moſt inveterate Diſtempers. 


3. Tur Expence of relicving a great number of Sick Per- 
ſons in an Hoſpiral, bears no proportion to that of aſſiſting them 
at their ſeparatz Homes: And the Widow's Mite cntruited with 
Thoſe who can. diſpoſe of it to the utmoſt advantage, will go 
farther. towards anſwering the Ends of Charity, than a Sum of 


Money beſtowed at random on ſuch as are incompetent judges- |

4. Ir opens a Channel for private Charities which has been 
long wanted, and enables perſons to lay them out to certain 
advantage; becauſe Every One has it in his power from the mo- 
ment he ſubſcribes, to recommend a Patient, and by that means 
may be aſſured, that his Bounty cannot be miſapplicd : Where» 
| as Almoſt ae rs Charities have hitherto been waſted, and 
rendered ineffectual thro' indolence, or want of knowing how to 
direct the expence; or by the various ſorts of Miſmanagement, 
which are in ſome meaſure unavoidable, and which are too well 
known, and too heavily felt, to need any particular explanation. 
F. Ir is incapable of being fo far abuſed or miſapplied, as to 
make Any One repent of their Bounty; which will appcar to 
Thoſe Who conſider that, tho' the greateſt part of the income 
ſhould really be perverted, there would ſtill be more good done 
by it, than by a larger Sum in any other manner. For a thouſand 
perſons · will be relieved here at a %% expence, than would be re- 
quired for an hundred in the ordinary way of giving Alms. 


6. Ir is a Charity that is ſubject to no Inpofture, but what

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7. I T prevents moſt of the Evils that are common to the Poor, 
by adminiſtring a preſent ſupport in the time of Sickneſs; and 
does in ſome meaſure ſupply all their Wants more effectually 
than Money; for Money itſelf cannot provide that inſtant 
Relief which is here always at hand, and gives the Poor 
(in the cafe of Accidents, to which they are more ſubjeR) a 
conſiderable advantage over their Betters: The Supplies, 
that are immediately wanted, are here granted in kind without 
any 5 Advice and Medicines are to the Sick, what Food is 
to the Hungry, and Clothes to the Naked. f 


8. Ir provides for the relief and comfort of Multitudes 
who are unable to be at the expence of Advice or Phyſick, but are 
not diſtinguiſhed by the name of THE POOR, becauſe 
They do not come under the care of a Pariſh or a pines 
and yet are the principal objects of this Charity, and moſt o all 


entitled to the regards of the Public; ſince They are in preſent .. 


want; and are of the diligent and induſtrious, that is, of the 
uſeful and valuable part of all Society. * 

9. Ir multiplies every Good that can be done to the Poor in 
any other way, by cating whole Families of the burden of at- 
tending and providing for their ſick Relations; ſo that the Mi- 
ſerable are relieved and comforted, and their Families are at li- 
berty to carn their own Support at the ſame time. 


10. I T preſerves Them from the ill uſage of ignorant Quacks 
and Impoſtors, Who too often take advantage of their Neceſſi- 
ties; and not only inſenſibly drain them of the little Money 
They have under pretence of ſelling cheap Medicines ; but fre- 
quently deſtroy their Health tor want of Honeſty or Skill. 

11. IT is of infinite Uſe to A} Other perſons as well as the 
Poor, by furniſhing the Phy//cians and Surgeons with more expe- 
rience in one Year, than They could have in ten without it. 

12. IT is a moſt certain means of increaſiug the number of 
the People; as well as of ſaving a multitude ot Hands, who are 
often loſt for want of timely aſſiſtance: And it deſerves to be 
remembred, that a 7hird part of what every labouring Man earns, 
is ſo much clear gains to the Public, 


13. I encourages Pariſhes (when They are relieved of the 


great Burden of ſupporting the Sick) to provide better ſor the 
maintenance of Orphaus and Aged Perſons. And it is certain, 
that the number of both the forts muſt gradually decreaſe, by 


moſt part to educate theii Children, 23 Well as : p 
hand for their own Support againſt the Extremitics of Ola Age. 
14. It reduces the number of Vagrants by depriving them of 


one of theif niôſt plauſible Reaſons for begging from door to 
door, under the ſpecious pretence of ſick Relations or Friends

able to work, will be obliged to have recourſe to ſome Employ- 


ment, and make themſelves: ſerviceable Members of the Commu- 
nity, when they are not ſupplied in the 2 manner from the 
public and private Charities, which are too often diſtributed 
without any due regard to the different Neceſſities of the Poor.

Fox theſe good Ends the COUNTY-HOSPITAL 
was creed; and eſtabliſhed on a Plan of the moſt appro- 
ved methods in the beſt Foundations both at Home and Abroad. 
As focn as a regular Society was formed, with the conſent of 
al] the Subſcribers, The GovexNors procceded to frame 
ſuch a Body of Orders and Conflitutions as are accommodated to 
the nature of the place; and it is beſt adapted to give the Public 
a reaſonable aſſurance of a well- ordered Charity; becauſe the 
management of it is entruſted for the moft part to a ſelect number 
of ſuch as arc the greateſt Contributors, and conſequently the moſt 
intereſted in its ſucceſs. 

ALL Perſons who ſubſcribe two Pounds or more per Annum 
or give a Benefaction of twenty Pounds are made Governors. 

A CoMMiTTEEot the Governors (conſiſting of all that 
ſubſcribe five Pounds per Annum, a Chairman, two Treaſurers, 


and twelve Others, whereof there are to be Six new Ones elected 


every Year) meet every Wedneſday to admit and diſcharge Pa- 


tients, adjuſt the Accounts, receive the Reports of the, Viſitors, 


examine into the Affairs of the Houſe, Ec. which they do alſo 
at other times as often as there is occaſion, 


T wo of the Contributors are appointed every Week to wi/it | 


the Houſe daily, and examine into the Behaviour of the Pati- 

ents and Servants, and fcc that the Patients have their due Pro- 

viſion and Attendance ; and that the Orders of the Houfe be 

ee obſerved; of all which They are to write down their 
eport in a Book which is provided for that purpoſe. 

T wo others are appointed Auditors to examine the Books 
and prepare all Bills that are to be laid before the Com- 
mittee and paid every Month; and They are to ſec that the 
conſumption of Bread and Meat, Cc. docs not exceed the tated 
Allowance ; and that the Occonomy of the Houſe be ſtrictly ob- 


ſerved in other Articles, 


Tue Clergy of Wincheſter attend in their turns to viſit and in- 

ſtruct the Sick; to read Prayers every Day in the Wards; to 

ive the Communion once a Month, and perform ſuch other 
Dunics as are proper to their Function. | 

Tux arc two Phyſicians and two Surgeons who attend the 
Out-Patients at fixed times, and viſit the Patients in the Houſe 
daily, or whenever their Caſes require it. . 

Su cn of the Governors as are Apot hecaries have a power of 
viliting the Diſpenſury, and examining in their turns all the 
Drogs and Medicines that arc expended in the Houſe (which 
arc bought at the firſt hand) whereof they arc to give an ac- 
count to the Committee. . 

A General Court of Governors is held at leaſt four times a Year 
to take the Reports of the Committce, make new Rules, and 
Apen Accounts, which are very orderly and faithfully kept, 
and are open 


Governors, and of ail Matters whatever relating to Perſons or 


Things which concern the Hoſpital. And there are other Books 
in which regular Entries are made of all the Patients, with their 
Names, Ages, Places of Abode, Diſtempers, Time and Manner 
of their Diſcharge from the Hoſpital, Cc. together with the 


Names of their Recommengers; all which particulars are digeſt- | 


ed into an alphabetical order, ſo that at any diſtant time a Sub- 
ſeriber may at one view ſee how many Patients he has recom- 
mended, how They behaved, and how long Any or All of 
them were under the Care of the Hoſpital, as well as what ſuc- 
ceſs They had in it. TY 

TAE Governors have taken all imaginable pains to 1 
the ſtricteſt regularity of Manners, and a due ſenſe of Religion 
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may be reaſonably preſumed that great numbers of the Poor will 


oſpital; as well as by the frequency | 
of ſuch Reflections as are naturally ſuggeſted in the Houſe of | 
Mourning. They are provided here with the uſe: of the. beſt | 
Books, and have daily opportunities of being inſtructed by Thoſe, | |

ia cr Regiſters are preſerved of the Tranſactions of the 


amongſt the Patients, whilſt they are in the Hoſpital, which 
has already had a very viſible effect. They are all admitted and 


diſcharged (except in the caſe of Accidents) in the Preſence of 
the ComMMrTTEE of Governors, and receive the ftricteft 
charge concerning their Behaviour, The Rules of the Houſe 
arc read over to them once a Week; and on their diſcharge 
They are furniſhed with a proper Book of Inſtruction, and 
ſolemnly reminded by the Chairman of their Duty to Go p and 
their Benefactors. | 


Tu Phyſicians, Surgeons, Auditors, Treaſurers, Viſitors, 


Clergy, and all the Members of the Co MMI T E E attend their 
reſpective Duties in the Hoſpital without Fee or Reward. 

v theſe Regulations the GoverNors were enabled to 
begin and compleat a Work in leſs than three Months which 


they hope is eſtabliſhed for Ages; being perſuaded that the Or- 


der. and Conduct of the whole Charity is placed on ſuch a foot, 
as to make it the Glory and Intereſt of every Perſon in every 


arc ſupplicd, and future ones prevented; and (by caling Fami- Station to ſupport and maintain it. 


TAE SUBSCRIPTIONS which have been raiſed within the 
Year have almoſt defrayed the whole expence of Beds, Linnen, and 
all other Furniture and Neceſſaries of every kind, as well as of 
the Drugs, Medicines, and Houſe-kceping, Wages only excepted, 

TAE BENEFACTIONS and the Money that has been 
lent without Intereſt, have been apply'd to the Repairs of the 
Houſe, and towards paying for the additional Buildings which 
have been raiſed and were abſolutely neceſſary for the accom- 
modation of a competent number of Paticnts. And there is rea- 
ſon to think that the Annual Subſcription with the particular 
BenefaCtions they are encouraged to expect, will diſcharge the 
Arrears, and anſwer the Demands of the next Year. 

TAE GovEeRrNoORs have the Satisfaction of certifying 
their generous Fellow-Labourers in this glorious Work, that they 
have not been obliged to reject one Patient for want of room; 
that they have entertained a great many within the Houſe trom 
two Months to five Months cach; and /ome tor a much longer 
time ; that three hundred and ſeventy Perſons have been relieved in 


this fr/# Year; and that tis 3 near two hundred have been 


cured of their reſpeQive. Diſeaſes. And if it be conſidered, that 
at the firſt ſetting out They have laboured under great diſad- 
vantages from the miſtaken Prejudices of the Poor, and the 
many Objections and Difficultics ariſing from the different views 
and paſſions by which Men are too often influenced, it may be 
reaſonably infagined that a much greater number of Patients will 
be admitted for the future, and conſequently many more Cures 
performed in the ſame ſpace of time. | 
TAE Aaditional Buildings have provided for the reception of 


JSfty Patients at a time within the Houſe ; by which means about 


our hundred in a Year will be aſſiſted and ſupported with Ad- 
vice and Medicines, Dict, Waſhing, Lodging; and the con- 
ſtant attendance of Phyſicians, Surgeons and Nurſes. And as 
there is no limitation at preſent of the number of Out-Patients, 
the Charity may be extended to the Relief of more than @ Hu- 
/and of both kinds in the compaſs of one Year, | 
AND if to theſe be added the Number of Perſons in 
their reſpective Families who owe their Eaſe and Subſiſtance to 
the generous Proviſion that is here made for their ſick Friends; 
the Hoſpital muſt be allowed to be an immenſe advantage to 
the County; and ſuch as would ſurpaſs all imagination if it were 
not confirmed by undoubted experience, And yet many and 
great as the benefits are, the Burden of it is not to be felt; for 
tho' there are many other excellent Charitics, it may ſafely be 
affirmed, that this is the Only One by which ſo much real good 
may be done at ſo little expence. 'Tis indeed ſo inconſiderable 
as to be below all regard to each Contributor. And the Gover- 
uors are perſuaded it mult be an i e ſatis faction to every 
Subſcriber to know, that His /ingle Bene faction has already con- 
tributed to the Relief of hundreds; and that he has been the
